Nixon is said to feel that 
one such legal device might 
be to assert this country’s 
right, under an existing pact, 

. to halt Red aggression by be- 
•coming a “trustee" of free- 


dom in a given area until the 
otjier Allies involved Join In 
the effort. 

'Mistake' Pointed Out 

Tlie mistake in last week’s 
Cuban operation, in his opin- 
ion. was that the kennedy 
Administration did not • de- 
cide what it would do if the 
operation failed. 

Multilateral action will not 
be possible and metis eco- 
nomic assistance will never 
work in Latin America, he 
■feels. 

Nixon thinks the President 
showed great courage . and 
leadership In deciding that 
the United States should give 
aid to the rebel invasion of 
Cuba, which failed last week. 

He pictured as uncritical 
of that decision and has tried 
to assure Mr. Kennedy that 
he need not be inhibited in 
future policy moves by any 
fear of political criticism. 

Nixon was one of the- first 
in the Eisenhower Adminis-

He is known to be among 
those who feel the Soviet Un ’ 
ion will not risk World War. 
in over Cuba. His theory is; 
that the Russians will not' 
j trade Moscow for Havana any 
more than this country would 
have traded New York for 
Budapest — tbs illustration un- 
derseoring the certain de- 
struction that nuclear war 
would bring. Neither, it is 
said,' does he feel that Soviet 
Premier Nikita S.. Khrushchev 
would make a major move 
against Berlin. 
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
